Mr. Ball. Our policy coward Cuba is based upon the 
assessment that it does not today constitute a milltary 
chreac to che Uniced States. without doubt it is an 
economic burden for the Sino-Soviet bloc. I[t nas 

value to ine bloc orimarily as a base for the subversive 
activites of international communism in the WesterE 


Hemisphere. 


In tne last few weeks we nave read much in the news- 
papers of the military buildup of Cuba by tne Soviet 
Union. Quite clearly it does not constitute a threac 
to tne Uniced States. 


Since July, when the volume of Soviet military

These snipments have 
consisted, in part, of types of weapons previously 


delivered to the Cuban armed forces, incluiing more

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tanks, se@if-propeiled guns, and otner ground force 


ever, has been devoted to SA-2, surface-to-air missiles 
(SAMS) --cozether with all the related gear and equip- 
ment necessary for their installation aid operation. To 
date, 15 SAM sites nave been establisned in the island. 
we estimate the total may eventually reach 25. Thege are 
antiaircraft missiles having a slant ranze of 20 to 25 
miles. 

in addition, three and possibly four missile sites 
of a different type have been identified. These sices are 
similar to known Soviet coastal defense misstie sites that 
are believed to accommodate antisnipping missiles wita a 
range of 20 to 35 miles. Quite likely several more suca 
sites will be installed. 

Culm is re estimated to nave oy older type Miz jet 
aireraft. In addition, at least one auvancea jet- 
interceptor is ususily ecuipped with infra-red air-to-air 


missiles. We estimate that the total of these advanced 
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faterceaptorg ir Cuba may-evertuglly reach 28 to 30. 
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Im addition, 16 Komar class euided missile, patrol 
boats which carry two short-range missilee (11 to 17 miles) 
were included in recent shipments. 

About 4,500 Soviet military svectfalists have arrived, 


including construction men and technicians. 


Mr. Kitchin. In assessing the military threat to the 
United States, I assume you base that statement, and se has 
the administration--the executive branch--on the lack ef an 
aggressive and offensive type of base being established in 
the island of Cuba. 

Mr. Ball. That is right. Our information with regard 
to the availability of armament to Cuba, including the ship- 
ments which have been received in the recent buildup, is, we 
believe, quite camplete. Our intelligence is very good and 
very hard. 

All ἐξ indications are that this is equipment which 


is basically of a defensive capability, and th-t it dees not 


offer any offensive capabilities tc Cuba as against the United 


States or the other nations of the hemisphere.

That is not what our intelligence shows, 


Mr. Chairman. I have attempted to give a summary here of 


the situation based on the intelligence estimates which

the intelligence commmity has made with regard to this. 
Mr. Kitchin. So, there ig no inforsation in your 
possession that such an air-breathing type of missile 
has deen received in Cube’ 
Mr. Ball. That is correct, sir. 


This information is up to date as of yesterday. 


Mr. Lipscomb. Mr. Secretary, you have made a state- 
ment on a couple of occasions here that you know that no

Mr. Ball. This 15 our understanding of the facts, 


sir. 


Mr. Lipscomb. How can we be go definite in this 
opinion? 

Mr. Ball. In the ἔξ δ place, our intelligence with 
respect to Cuba, as I say, is very hard and very good 
and very comprehensive, as a result of the number of 
refugees constantly coming out, and other kinds of 
opportimities that are provided to gain information with 
regard to the Cuban situation. 

In the second place, I mentioned to you that the 
Cocom list which was primarily s list designed for in- 
dustrialized economies is not of great direct relevance 
to the Cuban situation because the types of gocds it 
coantemplates @re not the kinds of goods which would be 


of very great benefit to Cuba.

Mr. Ball. No, to my knowledge the evidence does not 
indicate this, Mr. Chairman. 

As you know, these shios are kept under the clegest 


surveillance, and we have ἃ system of antisubmarine petrel 


which I think is quite effective, Mr. Chairman. 


Mr. Kitchin. Before I get into the 430 program, 
about which I would like to ask one or two questicns, I 
would like to eay I have pretty authentic {information 
which can be produced that there are four SSN-l missiles 
in Cuba, the air-breathing type of missile, and at least 
eas is based at Banos, Cuba, just 80 miles from our -naéval 
base there.

These sites 
are gimilar to kmown Soviet coastal defense mnisgile 
sites which are believed to accommedate anti-shipping 
missiles with a range of 20 to 35 miles. 
Mr. Kitchin. Then the only difference there which | 
would reflect in your intelligence information and mine 
is chat I have informstion that these are of a booster 
type, and when boosted and assisted they have a range of 
130 nautical miles. If that can be clarified and without 
any vielation of security we would like to have it done 
for tha .regexd. 
ite. Ball. I would be happy tc de so.

CUBAN 
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fRe evidence we have on the three (possibly four) 
surface-to-surface missile complexes in Cuba 
(including the one at Banos) indicates that they are 
similar to known Soviet coastal defense missile in- 
stallations and they are capable of firing to a range 
of 25 to 35 nautical miles. 


Up to this point we have no evidence that there 


are any sur“ace-to-surface missile installations in 
Cuba capable of Firing to ἃ greater range. 
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
